NOTE 


'HE  gathering  of  the  objects  of  art  here  described  has  been 


going  on  for  twenty  years,  as  the  result  of  an  intimate 
contact  on  two  continents  with  various  sources  of  supply — 
the  auction  rooms,  the  old  houses  with  their  varied  treasures, 
the  antique  shops,  and  the  studios  of  amateur  and  professional 
artists  and  collectors.  The  conscious  motive  was  less  that  of 
the  omnivorous  collector,  than  of  keen  delight  in  personal 
association  with  the  beautiful,  manifesting  itself  through 
harmony  of  form  and  color  in  simple  mediums.
